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Your letter of October 23, 1954 celled to our attention that 
sasny of the reports Guide in connection with the investigation of 
President Kennedy* s assassination, especially those pertaining to 
Michael and Ruth Paine and Georgo and Jeanne deHohrcnscblldt, contained 
Information of a highly personal nature. The Commission haa been 
keenly aware that publication of such dccuraauts should take place . 
only after serious consideration of all of the implications. 

You are aware* of course* that a great deal of the / \ 
information pertaining to individuals* soaa of it in the nature 
of gossip and rumor* was presented during the hearings before the » 
Ccxmlssiott and is therefore on the record* which had to be published. 

The Cctsraiasion has a responsibility to publish to the fullest extent 
possible the sources on which the Report is based* The documents 
being published, including reports of the investigative agencies* have v 
been screened by the Cosssaisslon staff in tbs course of its work and 
again in response to your letter Of October 23* 1964* Every effort 
has been sasda to tainimlne the use of information of a highly personal 
nature consistent with the overriding requlrosent that the Coaaisaton . 
make available to the public the fullest possible record of the 
investigation of the President*® assassination.
